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LITHOGRAPHED IN CANADA 


LABRADOR is the northeastern spur of the Continent of North America. The area 


that is part of the Province of Newfoundland measures some 112,826 square miles, roughly three 
per cent of the total area of Canada, and has a coastline of 4,900 miles. 

Labrador is a vast storehouse of mineral wealth and the existence of several important ore bodies 
has been proved. Among these finds is the great iron-ore field straddling the Labrador-Quebec 
boundary at Knob Lake. Production started in 1954. The large iron-ore deposits at 

Wabush Lake were brought into production last year. , 

Tremendous hydro-electrical potential exists in Labrador and a major power development 

at Twin Falls supplies power to the big iron-ore operations. The Hamilton Falls on the 

Hamilton River are located 230 miles in from Lake Melville and 

have a sheer drop of 302 feet — much greater than that of Niagara 

Falls — with a potential of 4,000,000 horsepower. 
Prolific fishing grounds off the coast yield cod, 
herring, seal, salmon and lobster. 

Labrador has a rigorous climate but temperatures

Labrador is one of the few places in the world where a tourist can reach 
the fringe of the Arctic Circle by a scheduled passenger service. The trips operated by the Cana- 
dian National Railways offer a most exhilarating and different vacation. Life aboard ship is 
pleasant and the crews of the various steamers are noted for their hospitality and kindness. 


Among the phenomena which good fortune may permit you to enjoy in Labrador are mirages. 
Along the coast, when proper atmospheric conditions exist, perfect images of islands, boats, 
icebergs, light-houses, etc., appear in the sky. The images are inverted but usually have clarity and 
are often magnified to a remarkable degree. The best months for mirages are July and August. 


Labrador is different— golden days; brisk, star-studded nights made wonderous by the ever 
changing overtones of the Northern Lights; magnificent scenery; tiny settlements nestling close 
to the base of high forbidding cliffs; vast expanses of windswept tundra; myriads of lakes and 
streams teeming with fish; great stands of virgin timber, and over all a brooding silence that is 
broken only by the eerie howling of the huskies. 


The only roads in Labrador are in the vicinity of Goose Bay; a-30-mile stretch between the Quebec 
border and Pinware River; a 105-mile access road between Mile 286 on the Quebec North Shore and 
Labrador Railway and the Hamilton River and some mileage in the mining areas now being 
developed in Western Labrador. 
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Labrador’s rivers are, for the most part, virgin streams and complete camping and other equipment would 
Rian have to be brought by the sportsman. The rivers may be reached by small boats from the communities 
as called at by the steamers of the Canadian National Railways.

ow FORTEAU RIVER, emptying into the Strait of Belle Isle, is reached from Forteau, the nearest port of call. 
A. H. PARSONS, Rocky Harbour, Bonne Bay, Newfoundland maintains a comfortable cabin with modern facilities 
and accommodation for up to 10 fishermen on this river. Splendid fishing for large trout and salmon up to twenty 
pounds can be had from July 1 to September 15. The river is 15 miles long and there are some excellent pools in its 


flow. 


PINWARE RIVER, emptying into the Strait of Belle Isle, is reached from West St. Modiste, the nearest 


port of call, by road from Forteau, a distance of 20 miles or by charter plane from Gander or South Brook. Eight 
of miles from its mouth the river forks into the West Branch and East Branch streams. The West Branch forms a series 
of rapids extending for some miles and it is not known if salmon go over them or not. The East Branch has a 
falls half a mile in from the forks and the County Cat River enters it at the end of a large rapid. The falls on 
County Cat are 3 and 8 miles from the forks and beyond the falls are a series of steadies which are reported to 
hold large numbers of salmon. Best fishing period is July 1 to August 31. A. H. PARSONS, Rocky Harbour, 
Bonne Bay, Newfoundland, maintains a new cabin near the forks where County Cat meets Pinware River. He can 
accommodate 8 sportsmen at his cabin. HEDLEY NORMORE, L’anse au Loup, Labrador operates the Lucky 
Strike Cabin on Pinware. This cabin can accommodate up to 8 fishermen. W. W. HANCOCK, Forteau, 
« labrador, operates the Chute Pool Cabin on Pinware. This cabin can accommodate up to 8 fishermen.

EAGLE RIVER which is 150 miles long, empties into Sandwich 
Bay and the nearest port of call is Cartwright, 24 miles distant. Most 
of the fishing is done at the falls and in a one mile stretch of water

Excellent fishing for large sized speckled trout, lake trout, ouananiche, 
splake, pike and whitefish can be had in the lakes and rivers between Sept-Iles 
and Schefferville, 360 miles inland.

SEPT-ILES 


NORTH RIVER, 9 miles from Cartwright, is 75 miles long with many tributaries 
and can be navigated for about 5 miles by small boat. This river carries an excellent 
tun of trout and some salmon. Best fishing period is July 10 to August 31. No accom- 
modation. The sources of information and supplies are the same as for the Eagle River. 


Frontier Fishing and Hunting Limited, P.O. Box 99, Westmount Station, 
Montreal, Quebec operates fly-out trips to wilderness camps on Shabogamo, 
Atikonak and Kepimets Rivers. The camps consist of large custom-designed tents 
with plywood floors and are equipped with oil stoves, cots, mattresses and bedding 
for comfortable accommodation. Package trip rates range from $315.00 to $395.00 
for a 7-day oP and include air transportation from Wabush, Labrador the 
starting point of each trip. 

MRS. EDWARD TUCKER, Menihek Power, Labrador, c/o Iron Ore Company 
of Canada, Via Sept-Iles, Quebec, operates 2 cabins 2 miles down river from 
Menihek Dam on the Ashuanipi River. The cabins have housekeeping facilities 
and a boat with motor is supplied to each cabin. The rates are $10.00 per person 
per day, Canadian funds ane guides and food are additional. Menihek Dam is 
reached by rail from Sept-Iles or by Quebecair from Montreal to Schefferville 
and from there a distance of 30 miles by road. 


MAKKOVIK RIVER, 16 miles from the settlement of Makkovik, a port of call, 


is about 15 miles long and carries a good run of salmon and trout. Best fishing period is 
July 15 to August 15. No accommodation. For information contact W. A. ANDERSEN, 
Wildlife Officer, Makkovik. 


ADLATOK RIVER is about 150 miles long and empties into Adlatok Bay. Hopedale, 


30 miles from its mouth, is the nearest port of call, Best fishing period is July 20 to 
August 15. No accommodation. Large salmon and trout frequent this river. The 
Manager, Northern Labrador Operations, Hopedale, is the best source of information. 


NORTHERN LABRADOR 


LUCIEN KOSLOWSKI, Parke Lake Fishing Camps, 
C/o Airlines Inn, Goose Bay, Labrador, operates 
4 cabins on Parke Lake, a tributary of the Eagle 
River. This lake offers fine fishing for trout run- 
ning to over 6 pounds in weight, and for Northern 
pike. This lake is about 60 miles by float plane 
from Goose Bay. The daily rates are $50.00 per 
person. Transportation from Goose Bay costs 
$130.00 for a 3-passenger plane; $198.00 for a 
5-passenger plane; $234.00 for a 6-passenger plane 
and $285.00 for a 10-passenger plane. 


ELMER WILSON, Shin Pond, Maine operates the 
Naskaupi River Camp on Seal Lake about 65 miles 
north west of Goose Bay. Fine fishing for ouana- 
niche, speckled trout, lake trout and whitefish is 
available. Trips start at Shin Pond and 7-day trips 
cost $58.00 per person, per day, U.S. funds, Sleep- 


ing bags should be brought.

How to gob there 


BY SEA — 


The Labrador Service operated by the Canadian 
National Railways between St. John’s and Nain, 
Labrador takes 11 days for the one way trip and 
approximately three weeks for the round trip. 
The sailings from St. John’s are June 17, 28; 
July 9, 20, 31; August 11, 21; September 1, 13, 24; 
October 5. 


The vessels stop at 6 ports in Newfoundland, 
at Belle Isle in the Strait of Belle Isle and 35 
ports in Labrador. The magnificent scenery and 
other attractions of these very popular coastal 
trips will appeal to the vacationist seeking 
something both spectacular and different.

BY LAND — 


The toad has been completed to Sept-Iles 
and connections can be made there with the 
Quebec North Shore and Labrador Railway for 
points north to Schefferville. The train leaves 
Sept-Iles at 8.00 am. on Tuesdays and Fridays 
and returns from Schefferville on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. There is good hotel accommodation at 
Wabush. 


BY AIR — 


Air Canada operates flights in each direction 
between Montreal and Goose Bay, Labrador on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. Daily flights are 
provided between Toronto, Montreal and Sept-Iles. 


Quebecair operates daily, except Sunday, between 
Montreal and Schefferville with stops at Quebec 
City, Rimouski, Saguenay, Sept-Iles, Gagnon and 
Wabush. 


Eastern Provincial Airways provides a regular 
service on Wednesdays and Fridays between 
Moncton and Goose Bay with stops at Charlo and 
Sept-Iles. Other flights are operated between St. 
John’s and Wabush with stops at Gander, Deer 
Lake and Goose Bay. 


Eastern Provincial Airways have a number of 
aircraft based at Gander, Deer Lake and Goose 
Bay which are available for charter flights to 
various Labrador points. 


TRAVEL REQUIREMENTS 


A specific permit from the Department of Mines, 
Agriculture and Resources, St. John’s, is required 


in each of the following cases — 
1. Travel in restricted areas. 


2. Operation of an aircraft for fishing purposes. 
3. Carrying of fishing tackle or firearms in an 
aircraft (except where sealed in the required 


manner for emergency use.) 


No person shall take an aircraft on a fishing 
expedition without submitting a teport, before 
and after the flight, to the Minister of Mines, 
Agriculture arid Resources on the required forms. 


Licensed guides are required by all non-residents 
visiting Labrador for fishing, hunting and canoe- 


ing trips.
